The principle of no re-election of 
the Chief Fxecutive and incumbents of 
other elective offices and the reform 
of the electoral laws so that the 
privilege of the balict may be en- 
joved by «those citizens “who are con- 
sidered capable of voting’ were ad- 
vocated. 

The message refers specifically to the 
application of the no re-election princi- 
ple to the naming of Governors, one 
of the chief contentions of the dis- 
contented clement throughout the re- 
public, the President stating that if a 
bill providing for the “periodical 
renovation” of the officials in ques- 
them should came before Congress it 
would hate his ecarnest support. 

He argues that as\the principle of 
no re-election had not been broached 
of late in any of the executive as- 
sembiies, he had not thought it proper 
for the President to express an opin- 
jon on the subject. |

STITT WILSON 
LANDS A JOB. 


SOCTALIST, FORMERLY A MINIS- 
TER, MAYOR OF BERKELEY.

Was Candidate of His Party for 
Governship Last Fall—Republic- 
an Insurgent Incumbent Up State 
Gets Into Coveted Office by a Con 
fortable Plurality.

BERKELEY, Aprii the first 
time in the history of California, a 
Socialist was elected mayor of a city 
in this State when J. Stitt Wilson, one 
of the most prominent Socialists on 
the Pacific Coast, today defeated Bev- 
erly Hodghead, the Republican incum.- 
bent, by a plurality of 284 for Mayor 
of Berkeley. Wilson recetved 2750 
votes and Hodghead 2466. 

Wilson ‘was the Socialist candidate 
Governor last November. He avas for- 
meriy a minister of the gospel. 

Today's é¢lection was a primary clec- 
tion, in which Socialism was the prin- 
cipal issue. There were only two candi- 
dates, and according to the ehacter of 
college toWn, today’s contest af 
Cisive and no further election will be 
necessary. 

The campaign was unusually spirited, 
Wilson advocating the acanisition by 
the city of all public utilities. 

It Was supposed that a large number 
of the students at the university were 
Socialists. but out of a total of 288 
votes in the precinct where moet of the 
students reside, only sixty were cast 
for Wilson. In addreas.in Sen Fran- 
Cisco fast week, former President 
Theodore Roosevelt expressed the hope 


that Mayor Beverly L. Hodghead 
would be re-elected. :

tained about $100,000. 

On what is said by the police to be 

a confession from Rhodes, the first of 
the men arrested, Deputy Treasurer 
James O'Callaghan has been held. 
O'Callaghan is a brother of Robert 
O'Callaghan, a Western League base- 
ball manager. 
With Rhodes and O'Callaghan, the 
police are holding Bart Lynch and his 
wife, Mrs. Rhodes, Clayton Bayles and 
another man. 

Rhodes was arrested after a runring 
fight with three officers shortly after 
midnight. The officers, en route to the 
house in which the suspected parties 
live, suddenly encountered the four 
men. One of them fired at the officers. 
Then all ran. Rhodes was the only 
one arrested at that time. Later the 
others were seized perding investiga- 
tion. 

The attempted robbery of the vault 
proved a failure. One more charge of 
nitro-givcerire, however, would have 
given the men an entrance, but they 
were frightened away after the first 
explosion, which practically wrecked 
the door.

ARGET MENACE 
TO ALL SHIPS. 


LOST STEEL RAFT SOMEWHERE 
ALONG COAST. 


Navy Department Sends Fieetest 
Craft to Seek Grim Hidden Peril, 
Which May Send Any Vessel to 
Rottom—Navigators Are Warned 
to Be on Lookout. 


A monster target raft beionging to 
the navy is adrift at sea, menacing 
ecean travel and endangering the 
lives of thousands of persons who 
travel up and down the Pacific Coast 
in all sorts of craft. 

In the hidden rocks or the most 
ferocious storm of the Pacific lurks 
less danger than in the almost total- 
ly-submerged target raft of heavy 
steel, which is tossed and buffeted by 
heavy waves in the paths of the 
ocean liners. 

If the Yale or Harvard should run 
upon the raft unawares and hit it 
going at the speed at which they travel 
experienced seamen say it would be 
almost impossible to avert one of the 
worst disasters the western sea has 
ever known. 

The raft is ninety-eight feet long, 
and lies submerged in about twenty- 
five feet of water, with only three or 
four feet showing above the surface. 
In a rough sea the raft is visible only 
at times, and might be be down be- 
fore even noticed. 

Yesterday the navy officials or-

“This year’s inspections of fruit 
show an unusually large amount of 
injury in handling. Inspections in 
twenty-five or more packing-houses 
have shown in many instances more 
than 20 per cent. of the fruit injured 
lu picking, and in a few cases as high 
as 50 to 8 per cent. The damage from 
clippers is generally less common than 
formerly, but other kinds of injuries 
are greater, such as, punctures of the 
skin caused by loose stems and gravel 
in the picking-boxes, the bruising of 
the fruit and scratches caused by dead 
wood or branches when the fruit is

the preaching of business honesty and honor to our peo- 


_ ple to the pulpits for the present, it seems as if the press 


of the*United States could do much in pointing out at 
this time the necessity of following up our reciprocity 
treaties with reciprocal kindness to the foreign people 
with whom we seek business re:ations, whether they be 
found in our country or in their own. There is a feel- 
| ing in our country that prevents free social intercourse 
with those people whose cuticle differs in its pigment 
from ours in color. We carry this to such a degree that 
we hold as inferior to our nobility and culture not only 
the black men from Africa, the red men from our own 
plains, but the yellow men from China and the brown 
men from Japan, yes, the Latin-Americans whose skin 
is often not darker than that of the first generation of 
our own children born and raised in California. The 
Spaniard has as blue blood in his veins as the highest 
caste “milord” in England. The Frenchman has al! the 
culture of ages in his mind and manner. The German 
is forging his way ahead so rapidly that he bids fair to 
take rank as the real lord of creation. There is not one 
of these nations whose people have not borne a conspic- 
uous part in the development of our country materially. 
Of all the peoples of the earth the American people 
shuold be most cosmopolitan, of widest sympathies, 
freest from narrow racial prejudices. 

Are we what we ought to be? If we are not, then 
reciprocal treaties and preferential tariffs will do little 
good. Then our admirable corps of consuls will! toil in 
vain to make a smooth road for our commerce. Then 
we shall send our salesmen into the world with samples 
of our wares to no purpose. Think of the people of one 
of the broadest continents the seas surround, a great 
people in whose veins the blood of all Europeans runs, 
cherishing in their minds the supercilious conceit, the 
narrow prejudice, the foolish insolence of an insular 
people who despise the world because they do not know 
it, who think they are better than others because of ne- 
cessity they “measure themselves by themselves,” hav- 
ing no great world standard for purposes of compari- 
son! Think of a great commercial people who boast of 
their business acumen going out into the world to sell! 
goods with their garments hugged to their persons as 
the Pharisees who thought they were holier than others, 
as we think we are better than the people with whom 
we would do business! Fellow-citizens, the scheme will 
not work. It ought not to be necessary to preach this 
doctrine to ourselves, but it is. It will not do to meas- 
ure our worth by our wealth. There are peoples in the 
world who have other standards. They set good man- 
ners above bank-books, and human sympathies above 
manufacturing plants and their output. They will not 
permit us to measure ourselves by our own arbitrary 
standards, and then apply the same measure to them. 
They think their own standards are at léast as good as 
ours and will apply them to us to our disadvantage. 

If dur commerce is to spread our merchants must see 
that their salesmen who go into Latin America and into 
the Orient carry no supercilious conceit, no insular in- 
solence, in their sample cases. When they visit Mexico 
City or Buenos Aires and meet a gentleman whose Span- 
ish ancestry goes back to the Crusades, who is in his 
own person a man of refinement and who has been 
taught to respect others and to see that he is respected, 
they will be obliged to show becoming deference and 
consideration for the-person with whom they are doing 
business. Do not mistake the deference he shows you, 
Mr. American, as a confession of — of any 
kind. Such a mistake will be fatal. n the Ameri- 
can goes into a business office in Tokio or Shanghai he 
must not assume the Japanese or the Chinese he meets 
are like the coolies who do his washing at home. They 
know their worth and measure it by their own stand- 
ards. We shall not be permitted to lay our foot Measure 
to their ideas. Japan has been most friendly to Amer- 
ica for more than half a century. The nation has 
proved its right to enter the family of nations. The 
Japanese people will insigt on a full recognition of that 
right. 

We shall in vain claim our ancient friendly prestige 
with Japan, point to Commodore Perry and to the 
Portsmouth treaty with Russia, if we permit persecu- 
tion, because the object of fll treatment is “only a Jap.” 
That will not do. These people are here under treaty 
rights. We must respect them. We are a party to 
them. It may be difficult, to make crooked-backed

A Look Over Athens. 


I climbed the Acropolis yesterday and took a view of 
the city. The Acropolis is a hill ot*taee-colored lime- 
stone which rises to a height of tw@ or three hundred. 
feet out of the plain upon which Athens,stands. 

It is right on the edge of the town, and from the Par- 
thenon, on its top, you can see the whole city. Your. 
first glance shows a flat plain of grayish-white buildings, 
the chief of which is the palace, a three-story structure 
of marble, surrounded by trees. Farther over are the 
Parliament building and museums and schools, and 
scattered about the outskirts are the massive ruins of 
ancient temples, such as that of Jupiter Olympus and 
Theseus, and also the new stadium, which was erected 
by an Alexandrian-Greek mil¥onaire named Averof. It 
is now being repaired

The Draining of Lake Kopais. 


Another enterprise which is already under way and 

largely successful is the draining of Lake Kopais, the 
largest lake in Greece. This lake lies in the mountains 
some distance northeast of Athens. It has usually con- 
tained no water except in winter, when there was a 
| depth of about thirteen feet. In the summer it was al- 
| most dried up, and it seemed to have a subterranean 
outlet to the sea. About twenty-six years ago a French 
company conceived the idea of reclaiming the land, and 
it spent about $2,500,000 on a canal and tunnel through 
one of the mountains. It had gotten the rough work 
done when its money ran out, and it went into the bands 
of a receiver. A Scottish company then took up the 
| ‘concession, and now, after twenty-three years, it has 
about 65,000 acres of land ready for farms. 
During my stay in Athens I have called upon the man- 
| ager of the company; J. B. Steele, and had atalk with 
‘him about the undertaking. He tells me that the drain- 
| ing was done by making a girdle canal around the basin 
| where the lake lay to catch the waters of the rivers 
and to prevent them entering it. This girdle was 
twenty miles long and it joined a cutting in the moun- 
tain of two miles by a tunnel, which was twenty-five feet 
high, sixteen feet wide and 3000 feet long. After leaving 
the tunnel the water passes through another lake and on 
into a second tunnel and thence on to the ocean. 

Mr. Steele says that the soil of the lake basin is rich.

A NOTABLE SEAPORT. 
SEVILLA, NEWEST OF OLD CITIES, SEAT 
OF OLIVE TRADE. i" 
By a Staff Writer. 
EVILLA may well be characterized as the oldest, 
S yet newest, city in Spain. At Madrid almost all 
features are of today. The farthest it can carry. us 
back is to Charles V, who moved his capital from Toledo 
to escape the strong influence of the primate prelate of 
Spain, backed by his cathedra! chapter, which even now 
numbers 154 priests. Toledo goes back to the Roman 
days, while Cordoba is almost purely Moorish. Sevilla 
goes far back of Roman times. In the days of the Celto- 
Iberians it was a city. The learned Dante makes Odys- 
seus visit Sevilla in his wanderings, ‘which go back of 
our era some 100 years. The modern city is for the 
most part Moorish in its features, with narrow, tortu- 
ous streets and white plaster houses, al! with the patio 
as the notable feature. In California we speak of thé 
patio as peculiar to Spanish architecture. It is in fact 
Moorish, and prevails only where the influence of these 
people remains in considerable force. The north of 
Spain knows very little of this feature, nor does it ap } 
pear much in Madrid. Indeed, it is a thing tolerable 
only in a very mild climate, and came here from Africa, 
Sevilla is a city of about 175,000 inhabitants. It lies | 
about fifty-five miles from the mouth of the Guadal-

near Sevilla makes a great curve, turning southward, 
and runs along the west side of the city from north to 
south, continuing in thé same direction to the sea. The 
country is all flat around the city, and so along the 
river to the sea. The fall of the Guadaiquivir is very 
slight and the tide rises here as much as six feet in 
flood. It is because of this fact that Sevilla is one of 
» the most modern cities in Spain. It is a seaport with a 
great trade to all ports of Europe. Vessels drawing six- 
teen feet of water can come into the very center of the 


city. One day I counted twenty steamers along the | 


wharves, all taking on or discharging cargo. They 
were flying flags of Spain, of Great Britain, of France, 
Germany and Sweden. They came from or were bound. 
to all ports in the Mediterranean Sea, to London, the 
west of France, and to Baltic ports. The wharves pre- 
sented the busiest scene I have observed since | left 
home. 


Variety of Exports. 


The exports include the great staples of Andalusia, 
olives and olive oil and corkwood, and also a great deal 
of metallic ores of various kinds from the mines in the 
mountains of the interior. The wharves are much in- 
cumbered with these metals in the usual form of “pigs.” 
Cork bark comes in in trainloads. Besides these there 
is a good trade in bitter oranges, cargoes of which go 
to Great Britain to use in the making of the eternal, 
universal “sweets” of dear old John Bull, the marma- 
lade which figures on every breakfast table much more 
than does roast beef on the dinner tables of the 
“right little, tight little isle.” 

A few hundred yards from the wharves. where 
this great commerce is carried on stands a

Carthaginian times Tyre and Sidon sent ships past the 
pillars of Hercules, now Gibraltar, to the western coast 
of Europe. That they found copper and lead up the 
Great River at Sevilla as they did tin in Cornwall is 
Carthage must have been 
founded as far back as 700 or 800 years B.C. So we 
may look upon Sevilla as having a history at least 3000 
years old. It has been an important place under Asi- 
atic, Carthaginian, Roman, Moorish, Gothic and later 
eras. It was so in the long-forgotten days of the Celto- 
Iberians. < 


Worthy of Encomiums.

A German of old who saw this place set 
it down as his conviction that the man whom God loved, 
to him He gave a house in Sevilla. Travelers from far 
and near for centuries came and went, and returning 
home told their friends that he who had not seen Sevilla 
had not seen anything truly marvelous. The people 
‘here have proudly called Andalusia for centuries “the 
jand of the Most Holy Virgin.” To my mind Sevilla and 
the country around merit all the encomiums that are 
likely to be passed on them by native or visitor. 
it is not my habit to say much in my letters about 
the grand objects which attract the tourist to any city. 
The visitor is too likely to be provided with one or an- 
other of the formal guide-books and to pay too much 
attention to them. They are useful to those who use 
them intelligently, but they are likely to be very mis- 
leading. Those that tell you to take a liberal package 
of insect powder in your trunk and those that advise 
you that you will not like the cooking because of too lib- 
eral a use of garlic or of olive oil that is not sweet 
certainly need revision of a drastic kind.

Moses Schellenberger of San Jose is a survivor of the 
historic Donner Lake tragedy. A caravan composed of 
ninety men, women and children in attempting to scale 
the snow-clad Sierras which guard the Sacramento Val- 
ley, was overwhelmed and shut in by a fierce winter 
gale accompanied by a snowfall that made further prog- 
ress impossible. Before aelp came, forty-two of the 
wretched travelers had perished and the remainder 
were rescued with great difficulty, more dead than alive.

Donner, and the spot now bears the name of Donner 
Lake. Another of the survivors of this most doleful of 
immigration tragedies is Mary Murphy, after whom the 
California city of Marysville was named.

DEPTH OF THE OCEAN. 


The ocean has been sounded in nearly ‘all directions 
with modern appliances and these soundings show that 
the floor of the ocean consists of vast undulating plains 
lying at an average depth of about two and A half miles 
beneath the surface of the waves. In some ‘places huge 
ridges and cones rise from these submerged plains to 
within a few hundred fathoms of the sea ‘surface, or 
they may rise above the surface as volcanic islands and 
coral atolls. 

The greatest depth hitherto recorded is in the Chal- 
lenger (or Nero) Deep in the North Pacific+—-5269 fath- 
oms. If Mount Everett were placed in this deep 2600 
feet of water would roll over the peak of es the high- 
est mountain in the world. 

The greatest depth in the Atlantic is in} the Nares 
Deep between the West Indies and Berthuda—4662 
fathoms. The greatest depth in the Indian Ocean is 3828 
fathoms, in the Wharton Deep, between Christmas 
Island and the coast of Java. We now know fifty-six of 
these deeps where the depth exceeds three géographical 
miles, ten areas where the depth exceeds four miles, . 
and four places where it exceeds five miles. * 
| The sea is saltiest where strong winds blow across 
the surface, as for instance in the trade-wind regions 
and in the Mediterranean and the Red Sea. } It is less 


salt, says Harper's Magazine, toward the. poles and in 
the deeper layers of the ocean. It-has long been known 
that the very salt water of the Mediterraneap flows as 


an undercurrent outward through the Strait ‘of Gibral- 
tar and thus affects the salinity of the deeper waters of 
the Atlantic over a wide area. é 
Although the amount of salt in sea water fortes the 
composition of sea salts semains very constant; slight 


differences have, however, been noticed along the con- 
tinental coasts, in the polar regions and in the water in 
direct contact with deep sea deposits. 4 

The temperature of ocean water varies at the surface 


| from 28 degrees Fahrenheit at the poles to over 80 de- 
grees Fahrenheit itn the tropics. The celd water 
toward the poles has-an annual variation of tess than 
, ten degrees Fahrenheit at any one spot and the warm 
| water of the tropics also has an annual Variation 
of less than ten degrees Fahrenheit in a band that 
nearly encircles the earth; this is the region: of coral 
reefs and atolls. Between these regions of smal! an- 
nual variation there are two bands surrounding the 
earth where the annual variation is greater and may 
exceed in certain regions 40 degrees Fohrenhert at any 
one spot.

ANSWER TO THE QUESTION “HOW DO 
THEY MAKE A LIVING?”

66 HAT do the Persians do for a living?” I am 
WV treeven asked by the practical American. 
The mass of the people are farmers, shep- 
herds or gardeners. There is a great difference be- 
tween the Persian farmer and the American farmer, a 
greater difference than there is between the city popula- 


tion of the two countries. This is due chiefly to the fact 
that no Persian farmer ever owns the soil he works, or

of which Persia is noted, furnishes occupation to many 
‘gardeners. Most of the gardeners, both those who 
raise fruit and those who care for the private estates 
of the wealthy, are fire worshipers; for these people 
gtill cling to the belief of their ancestors that “he who 
guides the plow does a pious deed.” . 
is Persia a fertile country? It would be very 

byt for two things; one is the lack of rain, the fact that 
nothing grows without frrigation, and the fact that the 
Persian methods of irrigation are not of the best; the 
other is the crude way in which the soil is cultivated. 
This crudity comes from two causes, poor implements 
and natural indolence. The Persian plow is a crooked 
beam of wood with a bit of iron at the end. It is just 
such a plow, doubtless, as the ancestors of Abraham 
used in the plains of Mesopotamia. It stirs the soil to 
the depth of only an inch or two. Persian indolence ts 


rather an oppressed Shah, Nasir-i-Din, 

evidently thought him years ago His Maj- 
esty had boxes placed in the villages inhabited by the 
farmers of a certain province—for Persian peasants do 
not live in isolated houses. The people were told that 
if oppressed by the lord of the village they could have 
a mirza write their grievances and place them in these 
boxes. The boxes were locked, and the Shah promised 
to send a man to collect the petitions once a month. 
The first month each box was full te overflowing; the 
second, there was not a petition. 

The Shah might have flattered himself that he had 
promptly and easily corrected al! the abuses among the 
rural population of that province, but I famcy that he 
was too true a Persian and too intelligent a man to 
make such a mistake as that. At any rate, the truth of 
the matter was that the lords of the villages placed spies 
at the boxes, and thus intimidated “those who would 
have dropped in complaints. 

it was probably the failure of this effort to ascertain 
the eondition of his humblest subjects that induced His 
Majesty—a good man, for an oriental monarch, and one 
who really had the welfare of his subjects at heart-—to 
adopt the custom of personally receiving a petition 

“from any one who chose to present it to him. I have 
often seen him stop his carriage in the street and lean 
from the window to receive with his own hand a writ- 
ten petition from some poorly-dressed man. It was this 
well-known custom of Nasir4-Din which gave the fa- 
natic who assassinated him the desired opportunity. 


. His successors have not continued the custom. No one 
can blame them: yet, as an intelligent Persian said 
San at the time of the assassination: “That dastardly act 
has retarded the progress of the country a hundred 
loss years.”

It is 
no uncommon thing to cut off a finger or a hand for a 
petty theft; and except in one or two cases of out- 
rageous stealing, no missionary of my acquaintance has 
ever been able to bring himself to turn over his dishon- 
est servant to the authorities, and then only with the 
express understanding that he should not be maimed. 
The missionary physicians are not only doing much 
for the present generation, but they are training young 
men—yes, and young women—who will one day revolu- 
tionize the practice of the healing art in that old land. 


Bastinado Indispensable. 


Although the Persians have very few schools in our 
sense of the word, teaching is one of the occupations of 
the country. Each mosque has connected with it a 
school where the Koran is taught, and where instruc- 
tion in writing is given. The pupils sit on the floor in 
semi-circies about the teacher, who also sits on the floor. 
Their work is chiefly committing the Koran to memory, 
and each boy studies at the top of his voice. The teacher 
holds in his hand a long whip, with which he can reach 
the farthest boy without taking the trouble to get up. 
Occasionally he leans forward and gives a sharp cut to 
some boy who is not studying loud enough. The basti- 
nado is also an indispensable adjunct of every Persian 
school. A writer says: “I received fifty strokes on the 
soles of my feet; twenty of them for my il! behavior, the 
rest for my inability to learn.” 

Writing is really a fine art with the people, and one, 
also, which brings much gain to its possessor. Since 
the majority of the Persians can neither read nor write, 
those who possess these accomplishments earn an easy 
living as mirzas, or scribes. The mirza uses a heavy 
writing paper. The sheet is folded several times, so 
that the surface upon which he writes is about the width 
of the hand, and a little longer. This is held upon the 
palm of the left hand. Every mirza wears a writing 
case thrust through his girdle. In this writing case he 
carries his roll of paper, his reed pens of various widths, 
a small ink well, a tiny brass spoon with which he may 
put a few drops of water into the ink when it becomes 
too thick, scissors with which to cut the paper, and a 
thin piece of horn on which to cut the points of the pens. 
The ink well is filled with raw silk thread which is 
saturated with very thick ink. The mirza does not dip 
his pen into the ink, but rubs it against the thread. 

With this complex outfit in very compact form, and 
always close at hand, the mirza is ready at any moment 
and in any place, to write a letter or a business docu- 
ment for any one who requires his services. 

Since so few Persians can write, almost every man 
possesses a seal. Some of them are very handsome 
gems, Others only a bit of cheap metal. I was always 
rather overawed when a certain Persian, to whom I 
used to pay $1.50 each month, “for services rendered,” 
gravely produced his seal and stamped my receipt. 


Carpet Weaving. 


One of the most interesting industries of the country, 
and one most distinctively Persian, is the weaving of 
rugs. This is a very ancient industry, and Iran has long 
been justly noted for the product of her looms. There 
is a tradition to the effect that carpets had their origin 
in Persia. The habit of sitting and sleeping on the 
floor led to the manufacture of fabrics designed to meet 
the requirements of such a custom; so carpets, which 
were among the common necessities of life in Persia, 
found their way as luxuries into other countries. By the 
beginning of the seventeenth century the people had at- 
tained to the greatést skill in the weaving of carpets, 
consequently the industry must have originated at a 
much earlier date. This theory would seem to be borne 
out by the fact that the weavers often sing songs, some 
of which are so ancient that they are in a language 
which is not now understood. 


OVER 12,000 MILES OF CENSUS CARDS. 

Picture in your mind a single row of cards more 
than 12,000 miles in length, if placed end to end after 
the fashion of a train of cars, and you will have a fairly 
accurate conception of the number of pieces of card- 
board that are needed to compile the census of the 
United States. 

This odd bit of information was brought to tight at 
the census office in Washington recently when an esti- 
mate was made of the amount of shelving necessary 
to hold this great number of cards while the finishing 
touches are being added to Uncle Sam's decennial nose- 
counting bee. The cards used in this enormous under- 
taking are printed at the government printing office on 
a specially-prepared grade of manila paper, composed 
largely of hemp in order to insure toughness. The 
cards measure 3% by 6% inches. 

The April number of Popular Mechanics Magazine 
says that, if it were possible to place the cards end to 
end they would make a row 12,704 miles in length or in 
other words more than half-way around the world. This 
would permit a row of cards from New York City to 
Melbourne, Australia, via San Francisco, and there 
would still remain over 500 unused miles of cards. 

As there are 200 cards to the pound, the total weight 
of the 121,500,000 cards is about 607,500 pounds. An

If the total number of cards were spread on the 
ground, they would form a sheet of paper large enough 
to make a cover for a 4l7-acre field. This area is 
equivalent to more than 100 times that occupied by the 
United States Capitol, or about one-half of that occu- 
pied by Central Park in New York City. The cards 


According to his son Julian, John Burroughs, who has 
been spending some time in Pasadena, is accustomed to 
make good old-fashioned maple sugar at Slabsides every 
spring.

Also the sap must be strained and 
skimmed as it boils. When it is boiled down to a good 
syrup, which any one can determine by tasting spme, 
first cooled in a spoon, it is poured into a tts ches 
kettle, and taken to the house to finish. 

“If it is to be made into syrup it must not be too thick 
(eleven pounds to the gallon is correct) or it will partly 
turn to a kind of rock candy that will cause your friends 
to think you added sugar. It is best to can it hot in 
glass fruit jars, thus preventing its turning sour. —_ 

“If sugar is wanted it must remain on the stove gntil 
thick, testing it by dropping some in water, when it can 
be poured out in greased tins. There are always set- 
tilings in syrup, no matter how carefully it has been 
skimmed or the sap strained. It is wise to settl¢ these 
out by letting it stand overnight before doing the fnal: 
boiling. 

“When thus standing keep the kettle -closely covered. 
The addition of half a teacup of milk helps to clarify the 
syrup; add this when putting it on the stove to bpil. 
Under no circumstances leave the syrup on the 
alone even for a few minutes, as it is sure to boll over 
or burn up. 

“Did you ever eat lockjaw? Every year we have some 
and every year we find people who never ate a lockjaw 
and know nothing of them and we wonder where they 
were brought up. 

“First you boil the syrup down to a point where: it 
gets like wax when dropped in water, then provide your- 
self with a milk pan full of nice clean snow, also a strong 
fork. Pour the syrup, hot from the kettle, back and 
forth in ribbons over the snow, then wind some up dn 
your fork, with a few grains of snow perhaps 
to it, and eat. You will say there was never anything

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Normandy Impressigng 
A GLIMPSE AT TWO CHARMING TOWNS ¢ 
OF FRANCE. ¢ 

By Edna Halloran, 


HE biare of the ship's band grew fainter, the 
lighter sailed out from between the old fortifica- 
tions and we entered the harbor of Cherbourg. We 
had dropped the last link of the New World and were 
entering the Old. It is a very sudden transition from 
the modern to the medieval. The contrast between 


America and picturesque Normandy leaves one a bit 


dazed at first. In place of our clanging trolleys and 
roaring traffic, the Sabbath stillness of that placid coun- 
try is broken only by its cathedral bells. Peace lies like 
a mantie over its quaint towns. Time has mellowed its 
ruins, and covered its ugly scars with moss. The out- 
lines of its cities are drawn upon a horizon of plains, its 
meadows are fresh and green, its skies low lying and 
ever changing; it makes slight effort to compete with 
the pace of the centuries. 

Of all the Normandy towns, none is more charming 
than Coutances. After several hours of jolting through 
a beautiful country, a ridiculous little box of a train 
deposited us at the gate of Coutances on a gray morning 
in June. 

The old ramparts which bound the town on three 
sides, give it, in perspective, the appearance of clinging 
to the hillside. The double row of giant trees edging 
the boulevard, rear their massive boughs above the 
housetops; the lofty spires of the cathedral dominate the 
landscape. Steep, narrow streets thread the ancient 
quarters. Old houses, blackened with age, crowd to- 
gether on the edge of the sidewalks, their flat chimneys 
and pointed roofs making a sharp, irregular skyline. In

FIRST AID IN CHINESE. 


INTERNATIONAL MANUAL REDUCES 446 SOUNDS 1 TO 
OCCIDFNTAL PRONUNCIATION. 


{New York Sun:] The first united assault by occl- 
dentals upon the enormous difficulties involved in ren- 
dering Chinese into the tongues of the West has just 
been completed by the publication of an international 
manual of the Mandarin language. The compilation 
and publication of this work occupied a dozen years 

and was fostered by the International Congress of Orl- 
entalists which met at Rome in 1899. 

The manual is divided into two parts, the ars}. com- 
prising the 446 monosyllabic sounds of the Mahdarin 
tongue, arranged alphabetically. Each of these sounds, 
numbered from 1 to 446, is accompanied by the Chinese 
ideograph which represents it. Following this are ar- 
ranged in a column the phonetic equivalents of that 
Chinese monosyllable as represented in German, 
American, English, Spanish, French, Italian, Dutch, Por- 
tuguese and Russian. 

For example, the Chinese ideograph resembling very 
closely the Roman Z and representing a sound which 
in the Mandarin tongue is “tchi,” is shown by the éharts 
of the new manual to be “tschi” in German, “tclie” in 
French, “taji" in Dutch and “chi” in Portuguese.: The 
compliers of the manual can find no difference between 
the American and English pronunciation of —— par- 
ticular sound. 

The second part of the manual contains an index to 
all the occidental systems of transcription and for: each 
monosyllable the number and page of its table. hus 
if one is a German and knows that the Mandarin 
sound “tchi” is “tschi” in German, by reference to the 
index he ts able to turn to chart 317 and discover that 
the same sound would be “chi” in Portucuese 

Of what use beyond academic advantages is this iman- 
ual? It will help the journalist for one thing. Suppos- 
ing a telegraph editor on a Parisian newspaper receives 
from an English news source a telegram dated from 
an-fu, he will find by turning to the manual that this 
name should be written “Singan-fou” in his French 
paper. The French editor might even allow himsejf to 
write about a totally different place than the one ae had 
in mind without this guide. 

Newspaper editors all over the world have cause ta re 
member the tremendous difficulties § that confroated 
them every day during the war between Russia and 
Japan when the name of some obscure village in Man- 
churia was one thing if news centered there came ftom 
Russian sources, another thing if it came via Japan, and 
still another on the best maps obtainable. Today the 
most conscientious cartographers have duplicate names 
for all the important towns in Manchuria and Mongolia, 
the Chinese and the Russian corruption of Chinése. 
But even at that confusion must exist, which the manpel 
will tend to eradicate. 


COSTUMES OF FISH SKINS. : 


Among the most wonderful garments worn at the 
present day are the curious fish-skin dresses of the 
weavhy women of the Gold tribe, living along the Amur 
River, East Siberia. Though they can neither read nor 
write, these people are producing astonishing orga 
ments, designs and embroidery work. 

The dress is composed of several layers of fish sk 
the undermost representing the skin of the garment 
proper, the uppermost showing the ornaments in thelr 
cut-out forms. Between these two layers is sp 
middie layer which serves as a background, throwing 
out distinctly all parts of the ornaments. The piec 
of fish skin forming the ornaments are generally color 
blue. The front and back of the dress is adorned with 
these cut-out pleces of fish skin sewed with fish-skib 
thread. —[Christian Herald.

AND OF NATIVE LIFE.

¢ town of Rotorua finds itself the center. As though 
draped in a transparent veil, it looks out through the 


hot holes, upon the beautiful lake from which it takes 
its name. One cannot help but admire the indifference 
with which its two or three thousand residents regard 
their surroundings of boiling sulphur springs, ever- 
playing geysers, and the roaring voices of seething, bub- 
bling mud holes, too numerous to count. And admir- 
ing, one is moved to wonder if in some future day their 
peaceful existence may not suddenly come to an end in 
one great and terrible ¢ruption, like that which hap- 
pened in 1886 when Mt. Tarawera became a roaring vol- 
cano, burying a whole native village and slipping others 
into the great boiling lake at its base. The residents 


of Rotorua content themselves with the theory that 
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where there is so much natural outlet, the dangers of 
eruption are greatly lessened. But this does not prove 
sufficient security for many nervously-inclined visitors, 
who, arriving in Rotorua by the evening train, take one 
fearful sniff at the sulphur-laden air, one hasty and hor- 
rified gaze at the rumbling, boiling holes, and then, de- 
términed not to be delivered into eternity unawares, 
spend the night in wide-awake terror, anxiously await- 
ing morning, and the outgoing train. One tourist, a 
woman, refused even to remain the night, but had a spe- 
cial train made up and departed in thankful haste. 


A Picturesque Place. 


~ Right at the edge of the lake, in the curve of a tiny | 


bay, lies one of the most picturesque and ancient Maori 
“pahs” in the whole country. Here, as though created 
especially for his own, the Maori has his heart's desire 
supplied by nature. It is wonderfully interesting to 
stroll down to this pah (village) and watch the various 
stages of domestic native life. Scattered snugly about 
are the quaint whares (houses) built mostly of planks 
and thatch. But there are some which, on Inspection, 
prove to be a marvelous display of native art. These 
are built entirely of hand-carved wood, and were done 
mostly by Maoris now jong since passed away. The 
carving is all done by hand with shells, and usually 
takes the form of human figures, mostly of historical 
fame. One carved house, considered the oldest and 
best in history, was, about eight years ago, shipped to 
Germany and there kept on exhibition by the govern- 
ment. The natives also carve their canoes and orna- 
ments for personal use. For this latter purpose a great 
deal of green stone is used. Green stone is a mineral, 
this kind being found exclusively in New Zealand. It 
is quite valuable. From this the Magris of olden days 
carved their “Tiki” (god.) 
Turning from the whares, 


women leisurely doing their weekly washing. Squatted 
on the evergreen ground, barefooted, and pipe in mouth, 
they take a garment from the pile of soiled clothes be- 
fore them, dip it into the natural boiling spring on one 
sid¢d, beat the cloth with a stick on a flat rock in front, 
and then, after rinsing well in the clear, cold spring or 
lake on the other side, wring it and spread it on the 
grass to dry. All this is accomplished without the ne- 
ces#ity even of rising from their squatting position. 
Shortly afterward one may see the same women and 
others lowering their dinners into the steam holes to 
be cooked. These steam holes, when not already pre- 
pared by nature for cooking, are “made over” by the 
Maoris themselves. First selecting a nice clean hole, 
about three or four feet deep, they line it with stones 
set far enough apart to permit the steam to rise rapidly 
from the regions below. Into this natural “fireless 
cooker,” the natives lower the different cans containing 
theiy meal, cover the top of the hole with sacks and 
leave the rest to nature. The teakettle will be put to 
boil-near by, suspended by a crooked stick into a boil- 
ing spring. (These “cookers” are numerous, each 
family having one or several.) Two minutes later they, 
with their family and friends of both sexes, old and 
young, may be seen displaying themselves in a near-by 
open hot bath in the ground. Sometimes they are al 
most enveloped by the clouds of steam, then shouting 


and laughing like children when the spray from some 
near-playing geyser gives them an unexpected and 
rather‘hot shower bath. Later still one may meet them 
in the town talking to the tourists and doing their shop 
ping, ‘having eaten their well-cooked meal, had their 
bath and wearing their clean clothes. 


Beautiful Religious Services 


It Is questionable just how the Maoris would live with- 
out thése conveniences, but with them they are clean 
and véry healthy. Here, too, the natives have their 
own cliurch, and a very beautiful service they have. It 
is a treat to stand outside and listen to the perfect har- 
mony of their singing, often without any instrument or 
special, leader, but with the greatest expression their 
voices rise and fall as one. , 

A very queer and interesting affair is the “trangi,” 
(burial) service.) The dead native is laid out in state 
on a cat in the meeting hall of the pah. Relatives and 
friends:cover the body, all but the face, with rich cover- 
ings, abd then they with their friends take up positions 
in a semicircle outside the front of the house, and with 
bent heads and sorrowful expression commence weep- 
ing and wailing, lamenting the loss of their departed 
one. There they stand sometimes for days, moani 
constaytly, their tears running to the ground. The on 
intermission comes when the great bell is rung announc- 
ing thei fact that the well-prepared feast is ready to be 
eaten. {In small groups the Maoris go and fill them- 
selves with the good things provided, returning in a 
while tb relieve those who remained with the corpse, 
and to resume their weeping for the dead. Nor do they 
easily forget, for often long after the earth has closed 
over the coffin the bereft will sit around and grieve over 
their logs.

UNWRITTEN LA WS.’ 


TRADITIONS WHICH HAVE ALMOST vite FORCE 
OF STATUTES IN THE COURT. * 


There is a class of unwritten law which does not and 
cannot become written law, says Case and Comment, 
because it approaches so near the danger line that man 
dare not recognize it to the extent of publishing it and 
declaring it as a part of the positive law. ; 

It is the unwritten law of the sea that a captain must 
go down with his ship. Men dare not write it into the 
contract, and nations dare not incorporate it\in their 
navy or marine regulations, yet the tyrants of the sea 
know the law, and believe that to obey it betters their 
service, and there are few instances of ‘its being dis- 
regarded. 

It is the unwritten law of the army and navy that an 
officer shall not seek cover, or at least shall not show 
apprehension of danger to his person, in time 6f battle 
and in the presence of enlisted men or commort sailors. 
In the Franco-Prussian War nearly 4000 officers of the 
German army were killed and the great majority of 
them gave up their lives because they beligved in this 
law of conduct. 

In obedience to this law Farragut bound himself to 
the mast, Lee rode to the head of his charging column 
at the bloody angle, and Lawton walked coolly in front 
of the line and was shot in the presence of his mén. 

The law of the right of revolution has bees much 
talked about and much written about. . Every. Mmtelli- 
gent citizen believes that he has the right under cer- 
tain conditions to oppose the established government of 
his own land and join in an effort to establish another 
in its place. Just prior to and during the Civil War 
there was much discussion in this country by leafned 
men on either side of the right of revolution and the 
“higher power” and the “greater law.” 

The law justifying one person in the killing ‘of an- 
other has required the serious consideration of every 
country. Every criminal code provides certain punish- 
ments for homicide, and many of them graduate the 
punishment with minute particularity, according to the 
circumstances of the killing, so that any one of. six 
crimes may be involved in a single tragedy. Such:codes 
also attempt to define what killing is justifiable and 
what is excusable and with their interpretation by the 
courts attempt to describe the only conditions under 
which one human being can kill another and not be - 
guilty of crime. 

The Hebrew code almost stands alone in its repognt- 
tion of man’s desire to kill and his right to have that de- 
sire and that climax of all satisfactions which comes 
to him who under great, provocation slays another. It 
is not at all strange that in this branch there should be 
an extended code of unwritten as written law, uywrit- 
ten now and always to be unwritten for the reason that 
the recognition given by its embodiment in the statutes 
would be taken as a license by dishonest men and would 
result In harm rather than good. 

It is an unwritten law among the officers of the p ie 
that if a subordinate officer kills a superior office? be- 
cause that officer has publicly degraded him by strfking 
him or by other action equally humiliating then the 
court-martial will not convict. During the Civil War at 
Louisville, Ky., Gen. Nelson said to Gen. Davis: ‘

It is also burned for the soot from 
which the finest Chinese ink cakes are made. Mixed 
with lime, it-is used for putty. Mixed with lime, sand 
and clay (in equal patts) it makes a concrete that is said 
to be as tough as granite.

Usually this takes place in the form of experimen- 
tal work at the State experiment stations, and by 
courses of practical instruction in the agricultural col- 
leges; in some of the States there are direct appropria- 
tions, a portion or all of which is devoted to the develop- 
ment of annual poultry shows. Notably true is this of 
Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri, New York, Tennessee, and 
we presume also of other States. These appropriations 
vary if volume, from $25,000 down to $1000. In Cali- 
fornia there is at appropriation for experimental work

Berkeley.

Eggs more than three months 
storaged have to be branded, although of superior qual- 
ity, while those that have been cold-storaged for a lesser 
period are allowed to masquerade as “just laid,” and 
which may be of inferior quality.

On account of the 
material improvement effected in the Kansas eggs, the 
movement has spread to adjacent States, and efforts 
are being made to secure uniform legislation in many 
of these States so as to establish the loss-off system of 
buying at least during the hot months. 

In the work of investigation various lots of eggs were 
traced from the time they were produced on the farm 
until they reached the packing-house, in order to de- 
termine the factors causing deterioration and to study 
how conditions of handling and shipment may be im- 
proved. 


Record with R. |. Reds and Plymouth Rocks. 


The records of individual flocks of poultry appearing 
from time to time in this department elicit consider- 
able correspondence, much of which discusses features 
of the business which have already been often alluded 
to by the writer; others ask for information and de- 
tail experiences not of general interest, while still oth- 
ers give facts and practices of more than passing mo- 
ment. In last week's mail there was received an in- 
teresting communication from Louis G. Klein, who has 
been exceptionally successful with a back-yard flock of 
Barred Rocks and Rhode Island hens. His bit of 
ground is 50x150 feet, of which 75 feet are given to the 
birds. On the first of January, 1910, he started the un- 
dertaking with thirty-one laying hens; by the same date 
a year later, he had cleared $101.63 and increased his 
flock to 154. To be more specific, the gross income 
from the hens for the year was $251.55, and the outgo 
$194.17, leaving a net balance of $57.38. This repre- 
sented his transactions in eggs alone. During the year 
he sold in carcass $44 worth, which included a few 
sales in young stock, bringing the total net income up 
to the figure already mentioned. The total number of

Everything, of course, 
depends on the caretaking, conditions of situation, soil 
and climate. Broadly speaking, it is the consensus of 
opinion among Leghorn men that the breed does best 
where it can exercise its proclivities for activity. Mr. 
Klein's place is at Upland, in San Bernardino county, 
where it is fair to assume that the birds are kept on a 
sandy and friable soll. 


If a beginner, and one can afford only three pure- 
blooded fowl with which to form the nucleus of a flock, 
choose a year-old cock and two three or four-year-old 
hens. The old hens and young sire are apt to throw 
males, and the few females will be elegant. Per contra, 
it is said by some that breeding from an old sire and a 
pullet will generally throw a preponderance of females. 
In selecting a trio, some breeders prefer a young sire, 
one old hen and a pullet. This may increase the num- 
ber of pullets, but the blood is not so vigorous. An old 
hen is in established condition, and her eggs are 
stronger in every way than the eggs of a pullet. Noth- 
ing makes up to a chick what it failed to start with in 


the egg. Too much care cannot be taken with breed-| 


ing stock. Indeed, it does not pay to start even with 
“average good” stock, expecting to improve it, when the 
best of strains are so reasonable in price. If one is of 
the opinion that it is not good economy to spend rea- 
sonable money for a fine trio, then buy a sitting of 
choice eggs, and allow a common broody hen hatch 
them out for you. The year following you ought to 
have a few fine fowl, and it is better to breed even 
from related birds, than to be always monkeying with 
a lot of scrubs. But in buying fine eggs, one can get 
two distinct strains. The eggs are marked, and when 
the chicks hatch they must also be marked by punching 
into the web of the feet; later on, of course, they can be 
leg-banded and numbered. When grown, the males 
from one strain are intended to be bred to the females 
of the other, best to best. In this way one gets a splen- 
did start by the second year. But the fellow who buys 
the trio, buys also the labor and experience of some 
caretaker upon the fowls back a number of years, and 
by hatching their eggs, gets a numerous flock of good 
birds the second year. 

A breeding pen of from five to seven birds is, how- 
ever, the ideal start, and though it may cost a pretty 
piece of money, it is nevertheless a good investment, 
and among the knowing ones is usually observed.

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FIELD NOTES. 


Crown Gal 


it is timely to warn 

planters against the prevalence of crown 
gall, root knot, and similar maladies that affect 
the roots. of nursery stock. I am reminded of 
t.e necessity o caliing attention to- these tree 
troubles by a visit from a nurseryman lately, who 


covered at the union of the root and scion with a large 
overgrowth of unnatural tissue. It was a clear case of 
crown gall, the bad tissue appearing on the scion, as is 
usually the case, though it is not invariably so. The 
visitor said he had about 1000 trees affected this way 
at of 4000 of this variety. They were Bartlett pears, 
and trees of this variety are worth money and all in 
demand. He expected me to advise him to sell the 
trees and not to condemn them. 

In seeking a cause for so many of his trees having 
crown gall, I inquired into his methods of propagation. 
He said he had grafted them as the seedlings stood in 
the nursery rows, having budded the seedlings earlier 
in the season and grafted over those in which the buds 
had not taken hold. I asked him bow he had treated 
the grafts immediately after the grafting process. He 
had waxed the unions thoroughly with ordinary wax 
and had used no twine or cloth whatever. Next to 
using no waxed material at all, this is the worst pro- 
cess he could have applied. I have a record before me 
that shows the use of waxed cloth makes the grafts 
almost free from rough unions and consequently less 
liable to crown gall. Out of 709 grafts on which this 
cloth was used, less than 10 per cent. galled. In an- 
other trial made at the same time, of 402 grafts on 
which plain wax was used upon the unions, 193 were 
affected with the gall at the end of the season, being 
nearly 50 per cent. affected. 

Whether the crown gall is caused by an active agent, 
or mrerely an unnatural physical growth devoid of bac- 
teria has not yet been very clearly determined. It is is 
time some of our scientists were giving this a long and 
Gefinite course of study. But pending its solution our 
nurserymen can fortify their trees against the attack 
of the deformity by more careful treatment during 
propagating time. “That's it, throw it all upon the 
shoulders of the poor nurserymen,” as the largest tree 
grower in the State always puts it in these discussions 
But care in grafting should not be the only considera- 
tion. If by chance it may be caused by bacteria it is 
worth while to be particular about the soil in which 
the young plants are grown. It is worth while to se-' 
lect the cleanest and most virgin soil for other reasons

The National Orange Show. 

‘HE southern press has given full attention to the 

San Bernardino orange show, and it was worthy of 
all the praise it received. As an exhibition of enter- 
prise upon the part of the business men of San Bernar- 
dino we have again seen demonstrated what a few earn- 
est, active citizens can do in bringing together so much 
fine fruit and so many appliances concerned with hand- 
ling the citrus-fruit business. The promoters ‘of this 
enterprise could not foresee that it would rain every 
day and night during the time it was to be opened, and 
there may be a serious deficit as a result of bad wea- 
ther. But nothing can detract from the merit of the ex- 
hibition and that will console the citizens who may 
have to make up a deficiency. 

Years ago our orange fairs were merely exhibits of 
fruit. This feature was not neglected by the manage- 
ment of the late orange show. ‘But in this case the 
splendid exhibit of fruits was balanced by an exposition 
of machinery, appliances, materials, fertilizers, tools 
and miscellaneous utilities all bearing upon the econo- 
mic side of the citrus-fruit industry. This feature en- 
titles the San Bernardino show to be classed as a fair, 
and I heard scores of comments in approval of the 
economic value of the show.

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Profit in Sweet Peas 


OW a high-school boy developed into ap enterprise 

ing business man, specializing in the cultivation of 

sweet peas, is entertainingly told in the April num- 
ber of Popular Mechanics* Placed in charge of the home 
garden, he planted a small patch of sweet peas for table 
flowers. They grew so luxuriantly that thousands were 
given to neighbors or thrown away. A neighbor suz- 
gested that he sell those be didn't use. A florist agreed 
to take all he would bring. giving him instructions about 
preparing them for sale. That year he received nearly 
$100 for his flowers. Last year be cleared $800, mean- 
time studying up on sweet-pea culture. 

He had been planting ordinary home-grown seed, but 
“hia year be bought seed in California, planted early 
and late varieties, picked his flowers with more care, 
arranged them according to colors, made his bunches 
neat and uniform and at the height of the season sold 
as many as 25,000 blossoms a day. They were tied in 
bunches of twenty<ight. 

At the season's end the plants were allowed to go to 
seed, and this seed he sells to dealers for home pea 
patches. Now the young florist is building a green- 
house to grow sweet peas in winter and further increase 
his income. Next year be will have about two acres 
in sweet peas and expects to clear $5000. 


_ Culture of the Mushroom. 


ESLIE H. FELLOWS sends the following contribu- 
tion relating to the raising of mushrooms: 

How many of you, natives of California and hailing 
from all parts of the world, recal) with an everlasting 
pleasure the days, when from some pasture, some place 
with @ sort of a mystery about it, you have picked the 
mysterious mushroom, the little white heads that ap- 
parently sprung up through the night to receive the 
Gewy kisses of the morning’ How many there are who 
have enjoyed the gathering of this mysterious and 
palatable vegetable and have relished it as few vege- 
tables can be relished, for it alone has a distinctive 
favor apart from all else that grows. The mushroom, 
so mysterious in its growth In this country, constitutes 
in its cultivation in foreign countries an industry that 
affords food to many thousands and enriches those who 
grow it. 

1 have seweral times spent months in Europe studying 
the methods of the culture and marketing of the mush- 
room, known to the people of this country as a “myste- 
rious growth in the night.” There are in France and 
England especially, acres and acres of land devoted 
year in and year out to the growing of mushrooms, and 
R is surprising what great numbers are consumed in 
these two countries alone. : 

So, to give you somewhat of an idea as to where and 
how you get the canned mushrooms which are in such 
great demand here in the United States, in lieu of the 
fresh ones, | will tell you something about their cu)- 
ture. You doubtless often wonder about the queer little 
Vegetables which are so full of flavor and which give 
such a distinctive taste to a steak smothered in them 
and which affords a carnishment as nothing else will. 

France does the most extensive mushroom business, 
and aside from producing for home consumption, an- 
Bually exports millions of dollars worth of canned 
Mushrooms. For many years, the soft stone underlying 
Certain sections of the country, and which hardens 
afier exposure to the air has been quarried and used 
lor building purposes. The caves which are left after 
this quarrying cover acres and acres and are from 
seventy-five to one hunded feet below the surface. 

The caves belong to the government and it leases 
them to the mushroom growers, who keep bed after 
bed in full bearing. The beds are spawned alternately, 
Sf that constant bearing is possible. These beds are 
spawned about three times a year and as the even tem- 
perature so necessary—from 57 to 62 degrees—is possi- 
tle here, the production is perfect. 

On the cans of the imported mushrooms you will 
me “stems and caps.” Perhaps you wonder at the 
Reaning of this. The imported mushrooms are not 
maividual mushrooms as you know those which you 
Rave picked in the old pasture, but are little mushrooms 
Sustered to the base of the stem of the big main 
Srowth-—-the mother as it were. 

When the mushrooms are gathered by the grower 
Be selle them direct to the canneries and here they 
Ste sorted, sold locally or canned for export, according 
size. As! have said, the smallest mushrooms, stems 
Sd all are canned for export. The largest are sold to 
Se Paris markets and bring the highest prices.

sae culture of mushrooms in England is carried on in 
© Somewhat diferent manner from that in France. 
There the beds are all on top of the ground and out in 
™e open, The climatic conditions there are such that 
wa the proper care and attention the production is 
cessful without caves or houses. These beds, like 
Meee in France, produce the year round, although 
mere are seasons of the year when It is cold. To keep 
me beds at the proper temperature during the cold 
Mather the growers mulch or mat them. That is. 


ditions make it possible to produce the mushroom in 
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a large one and a business by itself and returns a 
big profit to the makers. Mushroom spawn is made by 
taking the tissue and spores of the fully matured mush- 
room, and putting them into a sterilized compost where 
they are allowed to begin to run out their fine cob 
weblike threads, called mycelium. As soon as they 
begin to run the compost is taken and compressed into 
bricks of convenient size and allowed to dry. This stops 
the growth of the confined spores and retains all their 
strength and fertility, until the brick is broken up into 
small pieces and put into a fresh bed, when with re 
newed strength and vigor the delicate thread-like fungi 
begin to strive for an exit into the sunshine of another 
world. 

Mushrooms are the most delicate, the most nourish- 
ing and the most palatable of all vegetables. Today 
in the United States, as well as in many other parts of 
the world, they are a luxury. They bring the highest 
price of any vegetable and I will say that were there 
acres upon acres of-them cultivated, the demand would 
always be greater than the supply. Here in California, 
where people from all parts of the world are continuaisly 
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coming, remaining and eventually taking up their per- 
manent residence, people with the finest tastes and the 
greatest appreciation for all that is the best, there is 
through exceedingly favorable climatic conditions a 


most excellent field for the culture of the Agaricus ! 


campestris. 

From my experiments in numerous places 
around Los Angeles to determine the results of the loca! 
manurial products and the climatic conditions in rela- , 
tion to the culture of mushrooms, I find that’ this lo- 
cality for their production. is ideal—exceptionally so. | 
The even temperature and the general atmospheric con 


large quantities and of re exceuent quality. : 

There is nothing more interesting or profitable than 
growng these little mysteries of the soil, and though 
the greatest care is necessary in their cultivation, 
there is perhaps nothing else grown that is so free 
from the many diseases of other vegetables. Mush- 
rooms will remain perfect for three or four days after 
picking, so they can easily be shipped to a destination | 
within that time. 

The demand for mushrooms here is great. They are 
obtainable in any quantities only in cans, and there 
are many whose watering mouths for these wonderful 
vegetables have to go unfed—tor canned mushrooms 
are far from having the qualities of the fresh ones.. As 
great cs the present demand now is it will only be a few 
years nence when it will be greater, for when these 
sheres are stepped upon by people direct from Burope | 
through the Panama Canal, new demands will have to) 
be met. | 

Mushroom culture is a business that pays handsome | 
profits. The demand anywhere is greater than the sup- 
ply and with the wonderful advantage of the geo 
graphical situation and climatic conditions of Caii- 
fornia they can be grown here to equal those of Eng- 
land. The cost of production is so little and the re 
turns are so large that it is an industry that needs 
not the employment of large capital. They may be 
grown where other stuff will not grow: they will make 
a large or smal! piece of land, a cellar, a vacant barn 
or shed bring in returns and a satisfacton to those of 
the most delicate tastes—these “little mysteries of the 
night.’ 
Potato Experiments. 


HE average gain in favor of new seed gtock over 

that which averaged 4.2 years older was 112.8 bush- 
els per acre.

It is also true 
that some would follow their inclfhations in any case, 
however much they might be told about the conse- 
quences. This, however, does not by any means begin 
to excuse those thousands of parents who permit their 
children to drift into misery and sorrow and suffering 
through ignorance. 

Ip the Ladies’ Home Journal, some time ago, Judge 
Mack gave a number of his own experiences as judge of 
the: Juvenile Court of Chicago, showing how girls and 
boys of all classes of society, including high-school and 
Sunday-school scholars, have become morally and phys- 
icaliy corrupt, through ignorance, while the parénts 
were entirely oblivious to this condition of affairs. 

One difficulty in the way of establishing a, rational 
system of sex education is the prevailing prudery. As a 
writer has paraphrased a well-known saying: “To the 
purftan all things are impure.” So long as narrow no- 
tions prevail, it will be impossible to establish in this 
country a rational system of teaching young people nec- 
essary knowledge in regard to their sexual functions, as 
recommended by the premier bishop of the English 
church.

The author is Philip Zen- 
ner, MD. (The Robert Clarke Co., publishers, Cincin- 
nati; price $1 net.) The first three chapters of the 
book afe talks given by the author to school children 
and college boys. There is a good chapter on the “so-

The guthor advises the extirpation of enlarged glands 
and adenoid growths, which he says “are easily re 
moved by an operation.”
